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REMARKS 

The Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the Examiner's Interview 
conducted on February 3, 201 1 . Applicants Philipp Lang and Daniel Steines participated, 
as did David Cerveny and the undersigned (by phone), as counsel. Representing the 
Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) were Examiners Melissa Hoban and Bruce Snow. 
The office action of November 24, 2010, citing U.S. Patent 3,816,855, to Saleh and U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0059049 Al to Bradbury et al. (hereinafter 
Bradbury), was discussed. Applicants and their counsel explained differences between 
the subject invention and the cited art. Examiners Hoban and Snow acknowledged the 
differences, but expressed concern over the claim language, which Applicants and their 
counsel address via this Supplemental Amendment. Please note that the amendments 
described above show changes made to the claims pending after entry of the amendment 
submitted on November 24, 2010. Claims 1, 137, 138 and 139 have been amended, in 
part, to reflect, that the medial condyle portion of the implant includes a perimeter 
defining a width that is different than the width defined by the corresponding perimeter of 
the lateral condyle portion. For support in the specification, see, for example, Fig. 9G. 

Neither Saleh nor Bradbury, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a medial 
condyle portion of an implant that includes a perimeter defining a width that is different 
than the width defined by the corresponding perimeter of the lateral condyle portion, as 
required by the claims. Instead, Saleh discloses a prosthetic knee joint device having 
medial and lateral condyle portions of same width (see Saleh at Fig. 6), while Bradbury 
fails to address such a limitation. Therefore, the claims are allowable over Saleh and 
Bradbury, alone or in combination. 

CONCLUSION 

It is believed that the application is now in order for allowance and Applicant 
respectfully requests that a notice of allowance be issued. Applicant believes that no 
extension of time is required; however, this conditional petition is being made to provide
